HAT IS the exact significance 


of the British counter-proposals 
ta Sovict Russia, ay revealed’ in an 
official communique received from 
“Reuter's" Correspondent in Mos- 
cow, and subsequently in’ Mr.

Yet, if Kiel were bombed—and 
you have to destroy only one lock to 
wreck a conal—that narrow channel, 
the Sound, between Denmark and 
Sweden Is the only way out of the 
Baltic, and ships tn it are at the 
mercy of guns and bombs on the 
Swedish coast.

Still going cast, the next point is 
Memel, now Hitler's, In that nat- 
ural harbour he plans to make a new 
Hellgoland, and from there he hopes 
to be able to bottle up the Sovict 
Fleet In the Eastern Baltic.

Watch These Islands 


OOK north from Memel to 
the Aland Islands, bang in 


the middle of the entrance: to the 
Gulf of Bothnia. Here is one of the 
most exciting spots in the Baltic. 
Situated between Sweden and Fin- 
land the Islands, by a convention of 
1921, were declared neutral and de 
militarised. 
Now these fslands are of first-class 
strategical Importance in the Baltic.

~ PREMIER. 
EXPLAINS 
TO HOUSE. 


Misunderstanding 
In Moscow — 


- London, May 11, 
A crowded Howse of Commons 
heard the Prime Minister, Mr. Nevillo 
Chamberlain, ake an eagerly 
awaited statement sn the progress in 
the Anglo-Sovic. negatlations this 
afternoon. g 

At the outsel Mr. Chamberlain 
referred to a statement issued in 
Moscow regarding the Britlsh Gov- 
ernment’s proposals, and said ft was 
based upon a misunderstanding of ‘the 
suggestions actually put forward. 
Conversations are still in progress 
and the House, therefore, would. not 
expect. hith to discuss those matters. 
He thought it right, In view of the 
Moscow statement, to place the House 
tn possession of the gencral line on 
which the conversations were_ being 
mude Sn respect of certain Eastern 
European states in. pursuance of thelr 
declared polley of assisting thosc 
staten to resist any attempt, $f such 
were made, to threaten thelr inde- 
pendehce, 

The Government ‘understood those 
obligationn without inviting the Sovict 
Government to participate directly In 
them ‘In of view certain diMcultles 
to which any such suggestion would 
inevitably .give rise. 

Tie Government accordingly sug- 
kested to the Soviet Government that 
they should make, on thelr own be- 
half a declaration of a similar effect 
to that ulrendy made by the British 
Government, in the sense that In the 
event of Britain arid France being ini- 
volved in hostilitics, the Soviet Gov- 


ernment on thelr side would express: 


thelr readiness also to lend assistance 
if desired. 

“Such a declaration, if the Sovict 
Government feels able to pice assis- 
tance to the British Government 
would be in accord with the recent 
pronouncement of: M. Stalin that it 
is the policy of the Soviet to sup- 
port those countries which might be 
the victims of aggression, and which 
are prepared to defend their own In- 
dependence, said the Premier. 

Mr, Chamberlain sald that almost 
simultaneously the Sovict Govern- 
ment had suggested a scheme at once 
more comprehensive and more rigid, 
and whatever other advantages it 
nught present, it must, In the view 
of the British Government inevitably 
rafse the very diMcultles which their 
own prosposals hadi been designed 
to_avaid. , 

The Government accordingly point- 
ed out to the Soviet the existence of 
these diMiculties, E . 

At the sume time they made.certain 
modificutions in their ‘orlginal pro- 
posil. Particularly they made it 
plain that it was no part of their 
intention that the Soviet Government 
should commit themselves to_inter- 
vene irrespective of whether ‘Britain 
and France hnd already, in tbe dis- 
charge of their obligations, done so. 
The British Government added that 
if the Soviet wished to make its own 
Intervention contingent on thut of 
Britatn and = Fran the British 
Government, for their parl, would 
have no objection. 

Lord Halifax yesterday saw M. 
Maisky, who explained to him the 
Sovict Government was still not 
clear whether, under the preposal 
of the British .Government._vircum- 
stances might not arise In whieh the 
Soviet would be committed to _inter- 
vention unsupported by the British 
or French. Lord Huolifax assured M. 
Maisky that this was definitely not 
the intention of the proposal mide 
by the British Government, and that 
if there was any room for doubt on 
thin point Lord Hulifax onticipated 
it could, without difficulty, be re- 
moved. i 

He according invited M. Malsky to 
place the British Government in 
possession of the precise gfrounds on 
which those doubts were bascd, if 
they still ° existed, und this M.

Though the Japanese claim that 
the capital of the new commercial 
bank In Shanghai Js. borne in equal 
portions by Japanese banks and the 
puppet government fin Central China, 
the people would never accept notes 
Issued by it unless under coercion. 
They know the facts too well to be de- 
eclved. The Japanese attempt fs 
therefore doomed to failure. 

He scoffed at the idea that forcign 
banks may accept notes or deposits of 
the new bogus bank, or have other 
transactions with it. He explained 
that for thelr own as well os for 
public interests forelgn banks will 
have to continue to support the! Chi- 
nese currency.

Moving from ' west to east, 
consider the strategic points of

Tac Government accordingly sug-

to that alrendy made by the British 
Government, in the sense that In the

In on interview a spokesman of 
the Ministry of Finance declared that 
the Natlonal Government is adopting 
appropriate measures against the 
Japancse attempt to undermine 
Chinn's Mnancial system in Shanghai. 

Tho spokesman said that after thelr 
fatlure in North China, the Japanesc 
are how making a similar attempt in 
Central China by forming the “Hua 
Hsing Commercial Bani.” 

Though the Japanese elaim that 
tho capital of the new. commercial 
banie In Shanghal Ja borne in equal 
portions by Japanese banks and the 
puppet government in Central China, 
the people would never accept notes 
issued by it unless under. coerclon. 
They know the facts too well to be de. 
ceived. The Japanese attempt {fs 
therefore doomed to failure, 

He scoffed nat the idea that forclen 
banks may accept notes or deposits of 
the new bogus bank, or hove other 
transactlons with it, He explained 
that for their own as well os for 
public interests foreign banka will 
have to continue to support the Chi- 
nese currency. 

The spokesman believed that 
foreign circles. concerned will take 
approprinte measures to protect thelr 
own ‘Interests and the forelgn gov- 
ernment concerned will lodge strong 
protests with the Japanese.—

Many Seamen 
Repatriated 
Colony’s Aid For 
Distressed Men 


THE Colony’s expenditure on 
the -relief and repatriation of 
distressed British’ seamen in 
1938 was $3,776.96. These 
figures are given in the report 
of the Harbour Master, Com- 
mander G. F, Hole, for 1938. 

The report slates that 223 seamen 
were received and admitted to the 
Sailors’ Home and boarding houses. 
Of these the following were repatriat- 
ed ns distressed British scamen,—52 
to the United Kingdom, 56 to Shang-- 
hal, 7 to Calcutta, 6 to Vancouver, 13 
to Singapore, 2 to Aden, 7 to Malta, 1 
to Marseilles, 1 to Kobe, 1 to Rangoon, 
Thirteen .were re-employed in ships 
being signed on artleles and 70 
obtained employment In the Colony. 

The records show that 30,222 sca- 
men were engaged and 29,227 ‘dis- 
charged at the Mercantile Marine 
Office and-on board ships, as com- 
pared ‘with 30,021 engaged and 31,725 
discharged in 1937. 

Five hundred and ‘seven cngage- 
ments and 519 discharges of coxs- 
wains and engineers were recorded. 

The Mercantile .Marinc Assistance 
Fund Committee held one meeting 
during the year, Three’ cases” were 
investigated and five were granted 
temporary relief, One ‘officer was 
repatriated to Singapore and the 
widow of an officer who died in 
1937 was granted passage home. 
The total sum disbursed was $6,727.- 
04, which included $1,299.51 for 
passages. .

Scheme For Settling Refugees 


In British | Guiana 


Outlined 


,. LONDON, May 10. 


WHILE TERRITORY offered for the settlement of refugees in British Guiana 
was not an ideal place for refugees from the middle European countries, and was not 
considered suitable for immediate large-scale settlement, it .undoubtedly possesses 
‘potentialities which would fully justify carrying out a trial settlement project on a 
substantial scale that would make it possible to.determine how these potentialities 


could be realised. 


This summarises the conclu- 
sions of the commission appoint- 
ed to enquire into the possibili- 
ties of large-scale settlement in 
British Guiana which were is- 
sued to-lay in the form of a 
White Paper. 


The commission was of the opinion 
that the climate . and area, offered 
does not preclude the possibility of 
a white settlement. Severe tropical 
diseases do not occur with dangerous 
frequency, certain industrial deve- 
lopment would appear to exist, and 
the present Inhabitants woul; wel- 
come immigration by Europeans,
